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RUSSIA AGREES 
T0 SIGN NEW 
WEST GERMAN 


TRADE ACCORD 


Move Is Expected to 
Ease Threat of Sec- 
ond Blockade of 


Communist-Encircled 


West Berlin. 


BERLIN, Dec. 28 (UPI)—Rus- 
sia agreed today to sign a new 
trade agreement with West Ger- 
many in a move that was ex- 
pected to ease the threat of a 
new blockade of Communist-en- 
circled West Berlin. 

The government press office 
in Bonn said the matters which 
had prevented an earlier sign- 
ing, presumably Russian opposi- 
tion to inclusion of West Berlin 
in the treaty, had been resolved. 

The announcement was made 
after Soviet Ambassador Andrei 
Smirnov made an unexpected 
30-minute call on Chancellor 
Adenauer at noon. 

The Government said the trade 


agreement would be signed this | 


week. Friday was considered a 
probable date. 


Silent on Conference. 


Neither the Germans nor the 
Russians were prepared to dis- 
cuss the details of this morn- 
ing’s conference. Although the 
governme.’t press office would 
not flatly say so, Smirnov’s ac- 
tion indicated the Russians 
would be willing to include West 
Berlin in the terms of the pact. 
Hitherto they have objected to 
this. 

West Germany wants West 
Berlin treated as part of the 
economy of West Germany be- 
cause they are tied together by 
a common currency. This also 
would insure open communica- 
tions to Berlin. 

The Soviet change of mind 
was interpreted here as a good 
omen for the parallel West-East 
German trade talks on Berlin. 
These negotiators met for 6% 
hours, then agreed to meet again 
tomorrow. The negotiators only 
once before” Have Met On two 
successive days, ahd that was at 
a time when at appeared agree- 
ment was near. 


Old Pact Canceled. 


These trade talks were made 
necessary by the West German 
Government’s cancellation on 
Sept. 30 of the old trade pact 
effective Jan. 1. The action was 
in retaliation for Communist re- 
fusal to allow West Germans to 
enter East Berlin without spe- 
cial passes. 

Trade experts from East and 
West Germany held their eighth 
meeting in West Berlin today in 
an effort to reach an agreement 
on inter-zonal commerce. The 
talks were recessed late last 
week. 

Inter-zonal trade is scheduled 
to stop New Year’s day unless 
the delegations come to an 
agreement. The Communists 
have warned that all Berlin traf- 
fic pacts, including the one that 
ended the 1948-49 blockade of 
the city, will expire at the same 
time if there is no accord. 

Railway issue. 


Eastern diplomats said today 
the point at issue is not the 
Western right to supply West 
Berlin, but the means of paying 
for the use of East German rail- 
way facilities that haul Western 
allied military trains. 

The Western Allies dispute any 
Communist right to block West- 
ern travel through the 110 miles 


of East Germany to reach Ber- | 
lin from West Germany. They) 


have told the Russians to pro- 
hibit any East German moves 
to interfere with such traffic. 


United States Ambassador 
Walter C. Dowling told Soviet 
Ambassador Mikhail Pervukhin 
in a recent meeting that West- 
ern rights in Berlin rested on 
international agreements with 
the Russians and not on the 
pleasure of the East Germans.

Empty Candy Boxes in 
Building — Owner 
Warned Earlier to 

| Clean Up Rubbish.

A spectacular fire swept through 
a three-story warehouse at 400 
Barton street today. Five alarms 
were sounded before it was 
brought under control. 


T. J. Carter, city fire inspec- 
tor said the building had been 
littered with rubbish. He said 
City Fire Marshal William Tarn- 
tina had given the owner a third 
notice to clean up the premises 
this morning, several hours be- 
fore the blaze started. 


The warehouse is owned by 
the Cerf Bros. Bag Co., 2827 
South Brentwood boulevard, 
Brentwood. The owner, who had 
partly complied with an earlier 
clean-up notice, had promised 
to remove rubbish after today‘s 
warning, Carter added. 


| Only about one-third of the 
60,000-square-foot floor space 
i'was in use. It was rented to 
the F. J. Schleicher Paper Box 
Co., 1811 Cohuteau avenue, and 
contained a large number of 
candy boxes. 


A dense column of dark gray 
smoke rising from the fire at- 
tracted a large crowd of spec- 
tators. The smoke was visible 
from the downtown area. 

The first alarm was sounded 
shortly after 11 a.m. and the 
fire brought under control in 
| about one hour. 
| Acting Fire Chief Robert Olsen 
said the flames apparently were 
fed by tallow which soaked 
through the flooring of the ware- 
house many years ago. The 
building once was occupied by a 
hide and tallow company, he 
said. 

The police arson squad was 
asked by Olsen to investigate 
the fire. Olsen said he suspected 
it was started by the same per- 
son or persons who set fire to 
three industrial buildings at 
2340-42-44 South Broadway last 
Monday night. One of the build- 
ings was occupied as a ware- 
house. 

The fires were only a few 
blocks apart, and the buildings 
were scheduled to be razed for 
the Kosciusko redevelopment 
project. 

Olsen ordered his men to re- 
main outside because of the age 
of the structure. Water was 
poured through windows from 
three sides. The chief explained 
that the old walls would not 
withstand ordinary firefighting 
techniques. 

One section of the warehouse 
was equipped with a sprinkling 
system, Olsen said, but the sys- 
tem failed to operate. 

The warehouse was constructed 
in four sections, with three being 
erected after the original build- 
ing. The fire started in a two- 
story section in the rear. Olsen 
said he could not determine the 
cause, He gave no estimate of 
damage.

He made the re- 
mark to reporters who accom- 
panied him on his usual morning 
stroll in 12-degree weather. 

Gen. Eisenhower resigned 
from the military on entering 
politics eight years ago. There 
have been reports of a move in 
Congress to restore his grade 
as general of the army when he 
leaves the White House. 


Truman, as usual, covered a 
wide range of topics on his walk. 

Asked if he planned to play 
the ‘“‘Missouri Waltz’’ at the in- 
auguration ball for President- 
elect Kennedy, Truman replied: 
“I don’t know how to play it. 
I don’t like the damned thing 
but I’ve had to listen to it more 
than 40,000 times.” 


CANADIANS KEEP TITLE

Canadians lead the world in talk- 
ing on the telephone, the Bell 
Telephone Co. said yesterday. 

For the eighth year in success- 
sion Canadians, with 10 calls a 
persons each week, spent more 
time on the phone than anyone 
else.

(AP)—Violence flared up in two

scenes of the clashes. Strikers 
in Ghent. were trying to force 
workers. out of the gas works 
administrative office when police 
used tear gas for the first time

In the afternoon streetcars 
were stoned. One demonstrator 
was arrested carrying a sharp- 
ened bayonet. 

In Brussels demonstrators 
broke windows of streetcars and 
busses that defied the strikers’ 
cordons. Police on foot and 
horseback dispersed them. The 
city was tense but quiet as night 
fell. 

Antwerp, lying in the Flemish 
northern section, has not been 
hit as hard by the strike which 
has paralyzed the Socialist 
strongholds in the industrial and 
French-speaking South. 

Eyskens Stronghold. 

If successful, the Antwerp call 
would spread the general strike 
to an area where many residents 
are Social Christians and back 
Eyskens, himself a Social Chris- 
tian. 

A mass demonstration of 
strikers was held this morning 
in Brussels without incident. The 
capital itself appeared under vir- 
tual military siege. Policemen 
were camped in the central pub- 
lic park opposite Parliament and 
the royal palace. 

Rallies and demonstrations by 
the striking Socialist unions were 
countered by calls from the 
Catholic Social Christian unions 
to their 800,000 members to re- 
main at work.

PALM BEACH, Fla., Dec. 28

quarters announced last night

Kennedy and Salinger have 
been considering this step for 
several -weeks, Salinger an- 
nounced the decision to go ahead 
after he had conferred with rep- 
resentatives of all the major 
TV and radio networks.

“Every dollar of this loss is 
covered by insurance,”’ said Ras- 
dale, who at one point broke 
into tears when noting his 25- 
year burglary-free record had 
been broken. 

The loot involved money from 
the Tampa dog racing track, 
five large department stores and 
a bank in New Port Richey, 
about 23 miles north of Tampa. 

Rasdale said the nine-minute 
leeway given the burglars prob- 
ably enabled them to escape 
from the city with ease since 
downtown Tampa streets are 
practically deserted at that time 
of night and there would be no 
traffic problems. 

Must Identify Self. 


Under the protection service 
system, Rasdale said anyone en- 
tering the building after office 
hours picks up a telephone and 
calls the protection service, 
identifying himself by name and 
code number.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec, 28 (AP) 
— Two of ex-dictator Juan. 
Peron’s policemen set a record 
this week for time spent in po- 
litical asylum in a Latin-Ameri- 
can embassy. 


The brothers Juan Carlos and 
Luis Amadeo Cardoso have been 
living for five years, three 
months and one week in the 
basement of the Paraguayan 
Embassy. 


That is a week longer than the 
stay of Victor Raul Haya de la 
Torre, leader of the leftist Apra 
party of Peru, who finally was 
allowed to go into exile six years 
ago from the Colombian Em- 
bassy in Lima. 


The Cardoso brothers were 
attached to the Peron dictator- 
ship's special section of the fed- 
eral police. Their job was to 
extract confessions from poli- 
ticians and others. 


On the day the armed forces 
finally deposed Peron in 1955, 
the Cardoso brothers fled to the 
Paraguayan Embassy where 
Peron already had taken refuge. 
Peron soon after was granted a 
safe conduct to exile but not the 
Cardosos. The new Argentine 
government argued they were 
guilty of common crimes against 
individuals, not political crimes. 
Argentine police still are waiting 
for them outside the embassy.

of the Navy. 


The two appointments nearly 
complete the top command team 
that will head the defense estab- 
lishment in the incoming Dem- 
ocratic Administration. 

Previous Choices. 

Kennedy previously picked 
Robert S. McNamara, president 
of the Ford Motor Co., to be 
Secretary of Defense, and Ros- 
well L. Gilpatric, Under Secre-

The embassy reported to the 
State Department in Washington 
that there wer@ no casualties 
on the American plane. The 
American flyers reported that 
the Communist aircraft had the 
“C.C.C.P,.” markings and num- 
bers of a Soviet government 
plane on its wings.

(The American aircraft was 
flying directly over the Russian 
plane when the shooting oc- 
curred, The United States plane 
was at an altitude of 2000 feet.) 

The American plane was crip- 
pled by the shooting, but made 
it back safely to Vientiane on 
one engine. The incident oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon over 
the Vang Vieng area north of 
Vientiane. It was not known if 
the Ilyushin was manned by 
Russians or Communist bloc 
flyers. 

Plane Was on Loan. 

Officials of the United States 
Embassy here said the Ameri- 
can plane was assigned to the 
United States air attache in 
Saigon, South Viet Nam. It was 
on loan to the embassy here to 
replace the aircraft regularly as- 
signed to the air attache in 
Vientiane which was damaged in 
the recent fighting for this capi- 
tal city. 

The Air Force said the Ameri- 
can plane was a C-47 Skytrain 
and carried a crew of three men. 
The crew members were identi- 
fied as: 

Maj. Armand E. Reiser, Arling- 
ton, Va.; Capt. William G. Von 
Platen, San Diego, Calif., and 
S.Sgt. Rex B. Percival, Knob 
Noster Mo., a radio operator.

Drastic Action Said to 
Be Planned in Wake 
of Four Bombings 
and Collision of 
Trains. 


HAVANA, Dec. 28 (UPI)—Top 
government officials today were 
reported considering drastic ac- 
tion against anti-Castro sabo- 
teurs believed responsible for 
four bombings and a railroad 
collision yesterday. 

Fifty-eight persons were in- 
jured by bomb blasts in Havana 
and the pile-up of two passenger 
‘trains in east central Cuba. 

Premier Fidel Castro's broth- 
er, Raul, who heads Cuba’s 
carmed forces, and economic czar 
Ernesto (Che) Guevara were 
‘said to have attended a meeting 
of the general staff which con- 


sidered means of dealing more | 


effectively with the saboteurs. 
43 Hurt in Wreck. 

The rail wreck, in which 43 
persons were injured, occurred 
near Jatibonico on the border be- 
tween Camaguey and Las Villas 
provinces 220 miles southeast of 
‘Havana. The government press 
and radio labeled the wreck an 
accident, but opponents of Cas- 
tro were expected to say it was 
deliberate. Anti-Castroites. are 
kmown to have derailed three 
trains in Camaguey province. 

In Havana, 14 persons were in- 
jured by a noon-hour explosion 
in the Flogar department store 
and one was hurt by a bomb set 
off at the Tallapiedra power 
plant. 

Police moved residents out of 
a 10-block area around the power 
plant when a second, unexploded 
bomb was found. A third, smaller 
bomb exploded in a power sub- 
station, causing no casualties 
and only minor damage. 

Bomb at Night Club. 
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(In addition a bomb exploded 
in the plush Tropicana night 
club, the Associated Press re- 
ported. There was extensive 
damage to the club, once a 
favorite with American tourists. 

(Charges that the United 
States is supplying explosives 
to terrorists were renewed today 
by the semiofficial newspaper 
Revolucion as a result of the 
blasts. It made the charge under 
a front-page picture of a 13- 
year-old boy wounded in the 
bombing of the department 
store. 

(“Yankee TNT,” said Revo- 
lucion. It said investigations 
showed TNT was used. “This 
fact demonstrates that the ter- 
rorists are receiving this ex- 
plosive from the United States,” 
it added.) 

An American Embassy spokes- 
man said today. the.Cuban For- 
eign Office so far had ignored 
a protest over the detention of 
NBC correspondent Wilson Hall, 
who was picked up at the airport 


Monday as he prepared to leave 
for New York, He has been held 
incommunicado since yesterday. 

Cuban authorities have given 
no reason for the detention. Hall 
is being held at military intelli- 
gence headquarters in suburban 
Miramar. Officials there say 
only that Hall is under investi- 
gation.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 — Sir 
Charles Percy Snow said last 
night that, within about six 
years, 12 nations will have 
atomic bombs. In 10 years, he 
added, some of these weapons 
will have exploded, through “‘ac- 
cident, or folly, or madness.” 

He told American scientists 
that these predictions were made 
with certainty, and urged them 
to speak up to avoid such a 
calamity. ; 

His warning was underlined by 
the explosion of the third French 
atomic bomb in the Sahara. At 
a symposium on science in 


day, it was said that such a 
bomb might be exploded on the 
Chinese mainland in the near 
future. 


The author-scientist based his 
prediction on the failure of the 
great powers to reach an agree- 
ment on suspension of nuclear 
explosions, Faced with the “‘cer- 
tainty of disaster,’’ he urged the 
United States to accept the 
limited risks inherent in such 
a suspension, 

Security Unobtainable. 


The 99.9 per cent security 
sought by the United States at 
the Geneva talks, he said, is un- 
obtainable. His reference was to 


of | the inability of American scien- 


tists to assure the government 
that they could, with certainty, 
detect all underground nuclear 
explosions. 


Either the United States must 
accept a restriction of nuclear 
armaments, beginning, as a 
token, with the halting of nv- 
clear tests, or risk nuclear catas- 
trophe, he said. He added: 

“On the one side, therefore, 
we have a finite risk. On the 
other side we have a certainty 


of disaster. Between a risk and 
a certainty, a sane man does 
not hesitate.” 

Sir Charles termed it the duty 
of scientists to explain the alter- 
natives that face mankind. “It 
is a duty which seems to me to 
come from the moral nature of 
scientific activity itself,” he 
added.

APALAGHIN CASE 


Appellate Ruling Up- 
setting Conspiracy 
Convictions for Meet- 
ing to Stand.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 28—The 
government will not seek Su- 
preme Court review of the de- 
cision upsetting its conspiracy 
case againt 20 visitors at the un- 
— meeting in Apalachin, 

Just a month ago the Court 
of Appeals for the Second Circuit 
in New York reversed the con- 
victions of the men. It found the 
evidence produced by the gov- 
ernment insufficient to support 
the charge of conspiracy to ob- 
struct justice. 

The solicitor general, J. Lee 
Rankin, has decided against tak- 
ing the case to the Supreme 
Court. His decision, made with 
general support inside the De- 
partment of Justice, means that 
the Second Circuit ruling will 
stand and that the case is over. 

Rankin’s order, not announced 
by the department, writes a quiet 
ending to one of the govern- 
ment’s biggest and, as it turned 
out, least successful maneuvers 
against organized crime. 

The mysterious meeting at 
Apalachin took place Noy. 14, 
1957, About 60 men, many with 
long criminal records, were in- 
tercepted by state police on the 
way out. None ever gave what 
the government considered a 
truthful account of the meeting’s 
purpose. 

The men now involved in the 
case were tried on the charge of 
conspiring to obstruct justice by 
giving false and evasive testi- 
mony about the meeting. The 
prosecution admitted it did not 
know the real purpose of the 
gathering. 

The defendants were convicted 
last Jan. 13, after a three-month 
trial before District Judge Irving 
R. Kaufman. He imposed sen- 
tences ranging from three to five 
years and’ levied the maximum 
fine of $10,000 on 13 of the de- 
fendants. They have been free 
on bail during the .appeal. 

Government officials hailed the 
jury verdict as a major blow 
against organized crime, On the 
other hand, some civil liberties 
groups argued that the consti- 
tutional right of an individual 
not to testify against himself 
would be weakened if it could 


be made a crime to conceal evi- 
dence in concert, by agreement.

FLY COURSE OF 
“FETINGOLLISION 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
A United Air Lines DC-8 with 
crash investigators on board yes- 
terday duplicated the flight pat- 
tern of the jet that collided with 
a Trans World Airlines Super 
Constellation over New York 
City on Dec. 16, killing 134 
persons. 

Aboard the jet yesterday were 
observers from United and TWA, 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, the 
Federal Aviation Agency and the 
Air Line Pilots Association. 

Flying conditions were differ- 
ent, however. On Dec. 16, when 
the jet and TWA airliner col- 
lided, the day was snowy and 
overcast. Experts said the dif- 
ference would be taken into 
account. 

Tapes from two automatic 
flight recorders were in Wash- 
ington today awaiting compari- 
son. One was from yesterday’s 
flight. It was to be compared 
with one recovered from Unit- 
ed’s jetliner involved in the Dec. 
16 collision. 

One purpose of yesterday’s 
simulated flight was to deter- 
mine why the jet apparently 
overshot a holding area near the 
Jersey shore south of Staten 
Island. Elwood R. Quesada, head 
of the Federal Aviation Agency, 
has said the collision took place 
11 miles northeast of the holding 
area. 

The test was reported to have 
demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the investigators aboard that 
no difficulty should have been 
encountered in staying within 
the holding area, even if the 
prescribed speed had been ex- 
ceeded. 

The jet was preparing to land 
at Idlewild Airport and the Con- 
stellation was coming in to La 
Guardia when the crash oc- 
curred. The jet crashed in a 
Brooklyn residential area and 
the TWA plane crashed near 
Miller Field on Staten Island. 
By United Press International. 

More than $8,000,000 worth of 
life and accident insurance 
claims have been filed to date 
as a result of the collision. 

Insurance experts expect a 
total of approximately $15,500,- 
000 worth of claims. will. be 
made, including the airlines’ 
insurance on their aircraft and 
property loss and damage 
claims. It undoubtedly will be 
the largest insurance claim on 
record for an aviation disaster, 
they said.

He said that, to 
him, it appeared the city fire 
department had no experience or 
knowledge of how to battle a fire 
aboard a ship. 

Rutledge found particular fault 
with the nozzles used by the city 
| fire department. He said the fire 
‘should have been fought with a 
fog-type spray, rather than solid 
streams. 

Yesterday City Fire Commis- 
sioner Edward Cavanagh Jr. told 
| the inquiry board that conditions 
| on the carrier were sloppy. 
| “Messy, deplorable and slop- 
py” were Cavanagh’s words 
‘concerning the housekeeping 
aboard the ship. Evidences of 
this, he said, were the 42 minor 
fires that preceded the disaster. 

“If this had been a civilian 
project under our jurisdiction we 
would have vacated this project 
as imminently perilous to life,”’ 
| he said. ‘‘We have shut up build- 
ings after finding conditions not 
| as bad as existed on this vessel.” 

Some of Cavanagh’s charges: 

The Navy was careless in en- 
forcing bars on smoking. 

There was an ‘“‘extraordinary 
amount” of empty wooden car- 
tons aboard the ship. 

The flight deck was in ‘“‘com- 
plete disorder . . . with piled 
drums, bags, cans, skids, hosing 
all in a small area.” 

The fuel tank involved in the 
start of the blaze should have 
been kept on the dock. If it had 
to be on the ship, it should have 
had a steel wall around it and a 
well to confine any leaks. (The 
fire started when a valve on the 
tank was sheared off, the fuel 
poured out and was ignited by 
| a welder’s torch.)

Set Up Tennessee Tent City 


SOMERVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 28 
(AP)—A line of tents to house 
evicted sharecroppers, defended 
by Negroes as an emergency 
Measure and denounced by white 
residents as propaganda, was ex- 
— today to continue grow- 

g. 

Negro leaders said the tent 
city, now housing eight families, 
was set up to keep a roof over 
the heads of who 
lost their leases because they 
registered to vote. More families 
were scheduled to move in to 
day, they said. 

White farmers said the leases 
were terminated because mech- 
anization replaced the share- 
croppers, and added that the 
Negroes were given plenty of 
advance notice. 

The Sixth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Cincinnati will hear a 
Government plea tomorrow to 
stop eviction of 700 sharecrop- 
pers from Fayette and adjacent 
Haywood county farms. 

Last week, United States Dis- 
trict Judge Marion S. Boyd of 
Memphis refused the plea on the 
ground that the 1957 Civil Rights 
Act does not empower him to 
rule on contract and property 
rights. 

Most sharecroppers work on 


yearly contracts with landown- 
ers. 

The Department of Justice 
Civil Rights Division says the 
evictions resulted from Negroes 


time this century. 

Justice Department suits are 
pending in United States District 
Court at Memphis charging a 
total of more than 150 white 
residents and four banks in the 
two counties with economic re- 
prisals against Negroes. Both 
counties have a 60 to 40 ratio 
of Negroes to white persons.

The second blade of the theory 
represents the social minimum 
wage, below which workers are 
not employed. The social mini- 
mum wage includes both mini- 
mum wage legislation and union 
or. Managerial wage scales and 
takes into consideration alterna- 
tives offered by social security 
Or pensions. 

This social minimum wage has 
been rising at least as fast as 
the average productivity of the 
labor force, Long said, but since 
the productivity of certain types 
of workers has lagged, it has be- 
céme unprofitable to hire them. 

“The result has been not orf’ 
creeping unemployment, but also 
a big dropout of the poorly edu- 
cated men from the labor 
force,” Long emphasized. 

Since the social minimum 
wage for women is much lower 
than that of men, Long said his 
theory also explains why many 
better educated women workers 
are replacing men in the labor 
force. 

Long predicted this creeping | 
unemployment would continue | 
for at least the next decade. He | 
did not advocate a reduction in 
the minimum wage or in social 
security benefits, stating that he | 
believed it was better to have 
this protection of wage standards 
even if it does mean Bie si, 
unemployment.

The rate of accumulation slowed 
as the year progressed and in 
August inventories started to de- 
cline as business men moved to 
obtain a better balance between 
stocks and sales. In. October, 
business inventories were re- 
duced at an annual rate of nearly 
5 billion dollars, 

Further cuts in inventories for 
a few more months are widely 
expected by most economic ob- 
servers. Orders have been pared 
for many manufacturers and 
stores found their shelves heav- 
ily stocked at the beginning of 
the Christmas season. 


As a result of the reduction in 
total demand, industrial produc- 
tion has slipped about 5 per cent 
below the record level reached 
in January. Employment also 
has declined and unemployment 
now stands at the highest level 
since 1958, after allowing for 
seasonal variations. 


Final demand, which excludes 
changes in. inventories, rose 
slightly in the third quarter and 
apparently has been well main- 
tained in the closing quarter of 
the year. 


This stability is a floor which, 
at some time, will make further 
reductions in inventories un- 
necessary. Business men will 
find they have pared their stocks 
sufficiently to meet current and 
expected levels of sales. Then 
the contractionary force of in- 
ventory reductions will be re- 
moved from the business picture. 

Personal consumption has been 
well sustained in recent months 
by record personal income. But 
income receipts leveled off in 
November and in October plans

FUTURE CONSTRUCTION 
CONTRACTS ON UPTURN 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28 ®. — 
Contracts for future construction 
set a new record for the month 
in November, F. W. Dodge Corp. 
said. 

The construction news firm 
said contracts totaled $2,886,131,- 
000, a gain of 22 per cent from 
the unusually low November a 
year ago. Contracts last year 
were affected by the steel strike. 

For the first time this year 
contracts for residential con- 
struction exceeded a year ago.

Increasing a State Tax 


Missouri’s Department of Reve- 
nue has begun sending out its Indi- 
vidual Income Tax Returns for 
1960. 


Those people who have been hon- 
est enough to pay this tax in previ- 
ous years will soon note that their 
tax for 1960 has been increased 
through an enlargement of the tax 
base. On line 5, page 1 of the Re- 
turn are instructions to include, in 
dividend income, the interest or 
dividends from building and loan 
associations. In past years this 
type of income has not been re- 
garded as taxable income for Mis- 
souri Individual Income Tax pur- 
poses. 

So the state has done just what 
the Post-Dispatch has been so faith- 
fully campaigning against: the in- 
creasing of taxes without first mak- 
ing a substantial effort, such as 
through the withholding of the in- 
come tax, to collect the taxes al- 
ready due. And the Legislature has 
the boldness to increase the very 
tax that, according to Missouri's 
own Director of Revenue, is being 
evaded at the rate of at least 
$5,000,000 per year. 

Let’s hope Governor-elect Dalton 
will correct this situation quickly.

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Confusion on Nepotism 


The issue involved in Mr. Kennedy’s ap- 
pointment of his brother as Attorney Gen- 
eral has been widely misunderstood or mis- 
interpreted. Nothing illustrates this so well 
as the television appearance of Arthur F., 
Schlesinger Jr., Harvard history professor 
who is said to be an adviser of the new Ad- 
ministration. Mr. Schlesinger on “Face the 
Nation” Monday night blandly defended the 
appointment by saying that if Robert Ken- 
nedy were not the President-elect’s brother, 
his choice would have been generally ap- 
proved on grounds of his competence and 
qualifications. 

This seems to us a slick and superficial 
way of evading the issue. It is precisely be- 
cause Bobby Kennedy is the President-elect’s 
brother than an issue arises at all. And the 
question is not whether brother Robert would 
make a good Attorney General. It is whether 
a President ought to appoint his own brother 
to one of the most sensitive and important 
Cabinet posts. | 


A great many people, unfortunately includ- 
ing Mr. Schlesinger, appear to be totally 
ignorant of the objections to nepotism at the 
Cabinet level. They weakly suggest that Rob- 
ert Kennedy ought not to be “penalized” 
just because his brother is President. They 
indicate that the kinship and family intimacy 
of the brothers are really irrelevant. On the 
contrary, these lie at the very heart of the 
question. 


The reason a President should hesitate to 
place his brother at the head of the Depart- 
ment of Justice is that, precisely because of 
their kinship and family intimacy, the At- 
torney General thus comes to occupy a spe- 
cial and privileged position in the Cabinet, 
a position which is unfair to other Cabinet 
members and dangerous to sound adminis- 
tration. Being the President’s brother—a re- 
lationship emphasized in this case by Rob- 
ert’s role as the Kennedy campaign manager 
—automatically lifts the Attorney General to 
a unique position, and makes the Department 
of Justice a branch of the White House. 

Mr. “Schlesinger thinks that a year from 
now Robert Kennedy’s record as Attorney 
General will have justified the appointment. 
He may be right; we hope so. But suppose 
he is wrong. Does anybody believe that Presi- 


dent Kennedy would call for Robert Ken- © 


nedy’s resignation in the same way he would 
and should call for the resignation of another 
Cabinet member who had failed? Of course 
he would not. And it is just because two 
brothers have a special relationship that the 
proper relationship between President and 
Cabinet officer is impossible between them. 
Robert Kennedy can never be on the same 
footing as other appointees. 


We wish Mr. Kennedy and his Administra- 
tion all success, and we especially hope that 
Robert Kennedy will make a fine record as 
Attorney General. But we continue to believe 
that nepotism at the Cabinet level is bad 
policy in any Administration, and we think 
historians like Mr. Schlesinger ought to 
clarify instead of obfuscating the issue. 


The Object Is Facts 


It was appropriate that members of the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, meeting in New York this week, 
should hear a-report on the work of the St. 
Louis Committee for Nuclear Information. 
For the A.A:A‘S. is exploring the role of 
scientists in the nuclear-age community, and, 
as Dr. Barry Commoner’s report made clear, 
the St. Louis Committee offers one of the 
best examples of fruitful co-operation be- 
tween scientists and laymen. 

Not long ago. the St. Louis Committee, 
which.has become deservedly. famous for its 
Baby Tooth Survey, came in for some am- 
biguous publicity when it was mentioned 
in a staff report of, the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee,. The report listed the 
Committee as one of several organizations 
which an allegedly Communist magazine had 
cited as “working for disarmament and last- 
ing peace.” | ae 

Working for: disarmament is not exactly 
a criminal offense, even when noted by an 
allegedly Communist magazine, but never- 
theless it is well that the real function of the 
St. Louis Committee should be stressed. That 
function is not to work for disarmament or 
to serve any other cause, however worthy, 
except that of gathering information. The 
Baby Tooth Survey is. designed to bring out 
by careful research the actual facts about the 
effects of strontium-90 on children. What- 
ever purpose those facts may serve, whatever 
propaganda or’ political ‘uses they may be 
put to, everybody has an interest in finding 
out exactly what the facts are. 

By combining. the energies of scientists 
and laymen in the cause of disseminating 
information on the nuclear age, the St. Louis 
Committee for Nuclear Information is playing 
an important pioneer role which well de- 
serves attention from the national scientific 
community. : 


Soviet Plans for 1961 
The new Soviet. budget, adopted by the 


Supreme Soviet last week, presents the usual . 


difficulties of comparison with that of the 
United States, but it is interesting as an index 
to what the Russians consider important. 

Science, the Supreme Soviet was told, will 
get 15 per cent more in 1961 than it got 
this year. Spending for the expansion of in- 
dustry is aimed at producing a growth of 9.5 
per cent in the output of heavy industry and 
6.9 per cent in output of consumer goods, 
which will require a 50 per cent increase in 
investment for light industry. Defensive ex- 
penditures, the budget shows, will be lower 
than for 1960, representing 11.9 per cent of 
the total budget instead of nearly 13 per 
cent this year. That would suggest a per- 
centage drop in defense expenditures of some 
8 or 9 per cent. 

With American defense expenditures run- 
ning well over half of our total budget, the 
Russian 11.9 per cent looks excessively mod- 
est. The comparison, however, is not legiti- 
mate, for the Soviet budget total includes 
many expenditures which in our country are 
undertaken by private capital, and so the 
arms percentage of the total is bound to be 
smaller than ours. ! 

The more significant figure, if true, is that 
which suggests a flat r n in defense 
outlays under last year. The trouble is that 
we have no sure way of finding out whether 
this is a full and accurate description of the

Whatever the truth may be. about arms 
outlays, Moscow’s new budget shows that 
the Khrushchev regime is continuing to stress 
a feverish rate of over-all economic growth, 
and a rising allocation of resources to the 
scientific effort which have brought the Rus- 
sians prestige in rocketry and space explora- 
tion, If the terms of competition with the 
free world continue in 1961 to be non-mili- 
tary, as the whole world hopes, the Russians 
are preparing to make the competition tough. 


Prosperity on the Kaskaskia 

Creation of an industrial center in the Kas- 
kaskia river basin south of St. Louis is a 
bright hope that has moved a big step closer 
to realization. 


A division office of the Army Engineers 


has recommended dredging and widening the 


Kaskaskia to provide a nine-foot channel 
along the 45 mile stretch from the Mississippi 
to Fayetteville in St. Clair county. This 
miraculously would open up the rich Illinois 
coal fields through which the river runs to 
economical commercial exploitation. Coal re- 
serves in the area are estimated to run to 
something like 1.8 billion tons. 


With the river open for commercial naviga- 
tion, Illinois coal would become a brisk com- 
petitor of Kentucky’s and West Virginia’s; 
shipping costs now price it out of the market. 
But what may be even more im t in the 
long run is the possibility that the coal would 
attract heavy industry to the Kaskaskia’s 
lower reaches. 

Reasonably low-cost electric power can 
be generated in coal-fired steam plants. 
Kaiser Aluminum and Chemical Co. has in- 
dicated an interest in putting up an alumi- 
num reduction plant on 2200 acres it has ac- 
quired near the Kaskaskia’s mouth. This 
process requires large amounts of electricity. 
Illinois coal plus the newly-discovered iron 
ore deposits in Missouri also could mean a 
steel mill in that area. And prime industrial 
producers always attract satellites who want 
to be close to their source of supply. Who 
knows, the area might become another “Ruhr 
Valley of America,” as one group of investi- 
gators has suggested. 


It is a long, long way from the recom- 
mendation of a division office of the Army 
Engineers to the day the dredges drop into 
the mud. For one thing there is the matter 
of a congressional appropriation, assuming 
the proposal finally wins approval of the 
various executive and other agencies that 
have a say in the matter. 


But it is worth dreaming about and work- 
ing for. The Kaskaskia development is as im- 
portant to St. Louis as it is to its immediate 
vicinity. One of the prime reasons St. Louis 
has not grown as rapidly as the metropolitan 
areas with which it competes is the depressed 
condition of so much of the countryside out- 
side the metropolis, including especially 
Southern Illinois. Prosperity along the Kas- 
kaskia can’t help being good for St. Louis. 


Salvage of a Rusty Bucket 


The salvage tugs and the seamen who 
rode the stern half of the Pine Ridge from 
Cape Hatteras, where she had broken in two, 
to Norfolk, won a victory over the stormy 
Atlantic. But this fight for life and for 
salvage should never have occurred in the 
first place. Judging by the accounts of the 
28 sailors who were rescued, the Pine Ridge 
was close to being a rusty bucket. Ten ships 
of her class had’ broken in two in recent 
years with loss of life. Apparently the Pine 
Ridge should not have been at sea. It is 
good to know that lives were saved in the 
old tradition of the sea. Now it should be 
learned why the Pine Ridge was allowed to 
put to sea at all. 


An Engineer’s Engineer 
The incoming Kennedy Administration is 
following a Missouri principle in naming 
Missouri’s chief highway engineer, Rex M. 
Whitton, to be federal highway administrator. 
That principle is to keep a non-political en- 
gineer in charge of road work. : 
Rex Whitton is an engineer’s engineer, 
recognized nationally. He has received two 
major national highway awards and served 
as president of the American Association of 
State Highway Officials. To achieve this rec- 
ognition he worked his way upward in the 
Missouri Highway Department for 30 years 
and in 1951 became chief engineer, which in 
a way is a misleading title. The office ad- 
ministers the whole state road program, but 
the administrator must be .an engineer first. 
Now, Mr. Whitton becomes director of the 
world’s largest public works effort—the con- 
struction of the new 41,000-mile interstate 
highway system and supervision of 800,000 
miles of existing federal highways. As Presi- 
dent-elect Kennedy indicated, no more ex- 
perienced and capable a man could be found 
for the office. Mr. Whitton’s new task will be 
greater than his old, but in many ways the 
same. Both Missouri and the Federal Govern- 
ment face important decisions this year as 
to how to finance their highway futures. 
While extending hearty congratulations to 
Rex Whitton, Missourians must concern 
themselves with the vacancy he leaves, He 
extended a good road system despite the 
lowest gasoline tax in the nation. Now state 
highways need more funds as well as sound 
administration. The Highway Commission and 
Governor-elect Dalton must find a chief engi- 
neer who can supply the vigorous leadership 
for good roads that Rex Whitton has supplied.. 


A Base and a New Neighbor 


The United States has done more than 
strengthen its defenses through a new agree- 
ment with the West Indies Federation. In 
return for keeping the important Chagua- 
ramas naval and air base on Trinidad for 17 
years, the United States will give up most of 
the territory leased for 99 years in the early 
World War II deal that sent 50 destroyers 
to the British fleet. This country also will 
cortinue economic and technical aid to the 
West Indies Federation, which held its first 
elections only two years ago and now is close 
to independence. 

American forces at Chaguaramas will bol- 
ster eastern defenses now largely 
dependent on that base and on the Guanta-

But a part of 
this program is believed to be a 
switch in emphasis for the FBI from 
Communist-hunting to gang-busting, a 
move that FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover is almost certain to fight. 

Generally, career lawyers at the 
Justice Department are less than en- 
thusiastic about Bobby as their new 
boss, Those who had hoped for a 
less politically oriented Justice De- 
partment than existed through the 
Truman and Eisenhower Administra- 
tions are disappointed by the nomina- 
tion of a man who is far more a poli- 
tician than a lawyer. 

At face value, Robert F. Kennedy 
as Attorney General cannot be called 
a perfect union of man and job. Yet, 
he has never failed at any undertaking 
even though he has made few friends 
in the process. Moreover, his develop- 
ment as a public servant probably is 
incomplete at 35. 

Hence, it is entirely possible that 
the future personal development of 
Bobby Kennedy could lessen the risk 
of his brother’s daring choice as At- 
torney General.

Quail and Winter 


If the first days of winter 
are an indication of what is to 
follow, then wildlife is in for 
a long, cold, cruel season b that

Zero weather, © 
accompanied #y 
by strong winds 
from the north- 
west, came 
early to the 
midwestern 
states and a 


Stokely 
mixture of snow and sleet cov- 


ered the countryside. Hunger 
is inevitable if the weather 
should follow the pattern of 
last March when more than 
two feet of snow blanketed 
most of north Missouri for as 
much as 15 days. 

The quail season, which 
ended in mid-December, was 
the worst in many years and 
the lingering snows of last 
March were directly account- 
able for the scarcity of these 
birds. Both the limits and 
hunting days were reduced, 
brt many sportsmen in north 
Missouri racked up their guns 
early in the season rather than 
jeopardize the slim carry-over 
of brood stock for next sum- 
mer’s production. 


In the dead of winter, when 
food is scarce, the coveys 
conserve their strength by 
spending the greater portion 
of the day in a heavy thicket 
and feeding only in the morn- 
ings and afternoons. Their 
flights are short except when 
they are flushed by predators, 
and mostly they travel on the 
ground to their feeding areas. 
In the late afternoons they 
usually fly to a roosting place, 
but almost as often the chat- 
tering covey will travel on the 
ground to a field where sedge 
grass or other protective cover 
will shield them from the cold 
of winter. 


Quail depend on the collec- 
tive warmth of the flock to 
keep them alive through the 
long winter nights. They 
group in a tight little circle 
with their heads forming the 
outside of the formation and 
their tail feathers all tucked 
inward. Some biologists have 
advanced the theory that the 
birds interlock their wings to 
further conserve the body heat 
of the members, but this has 
not been proved and it is 
doubtful that it actually hap- 
pens. 


Cold, Plus Predators 


When the temperatures hover | 
around zero and the birds are 
snugly bedded down for the 
night, disaster may overtake 
them—and it often does. A noc- 
turnal hunting dog, cat, fox, 
bobcat, or some other predator | 
may pounce on the huddled 
quail and scatter them. Per- 
haps the marauder will be suc- 
cessful in seizing only one bird 
and sometimes none, but the 
damage has been done. 


Plaintively the separated | 
birds sound the covey call 
through the dismal night, and 
the prowling predator listens 
intently and tracks them down 
with its sense of smell. Some 
of the birds fall victim to the 
cunning, four-footed pursuer 
but by far the greater number 
succumbs to the intense cold. 


Weather is a dominant fac- 
tor in the scarcity or abun- 
dance of most wildlife. Ducks 
are in short supply when 
drouth dries up the Canadian 
lakes-and potholes. Young rab- 
bits perish when heavy rains 
flood the shallow, underground 
nests in which they were born. 
Fawns are often the victims of 
Jate March snows. Pheasants 
succumb by the hundreds be- 
cause of the howling blizzards 


that sweep across Nebraska | 


and South Dakota. 


But bobwhite is perhaps 
more adversely affected by the 
extremes of weather than is 
any other species of wildlife. 
If drouth and excessive heat 
are forthcoming during: the 


production is drastically cut. 


‘ hatching period will chill and 
kill numbers of the fledglings. | 


Later, lingering snows and | 
bitter cold sharpen the mor- 
tality rate, and nocturnal 
prowlers reduce the coveys al- 
most to the point of no return. 
The fact that quail do hang on 
and survive year after year, 
makes ther deserving of their 
reputation as America’s finest 
and sportiest game birds.

in the Sun’ Fashions Bridge

HERE IS A POINT of play 
which many declarers would tend 
to miss. West leads two high 
hearts and continues with a third 
ses after East has played high- 

w. 

East ruffs and returns a club. 
South goes up with the ace, both 
the bidding and the club return 
having indicated that West has 
the king. 

Declarer has to make the rest 
of the tricks to make the con- 
tract. Obviously, this cannot be 
done unless South finds some 
means of avoiding a club loser. 

One possibility that immediate- 
ly suggests itself is to draw the 
adverse trumps and cash the 
A-K-Q of diamonds. If it turns 
out that the diamonds are divided 
3-3, South’s seven of diamonds 
will become a trick, and he can 
then discard dummy’s club on it 
and thus make the contract. 


If declarer adopts this line of 
play, he goes down. He learns, 
to his sorrow, that the diamonds 
are divided 4-2, and that he must 
eventually concede a club to the 
defense and mark up a one-trick 
deficit. 

But if declarer plays more 
carefully, he makes the contract. 
What he should do after winning 
the ace of clubs is lead five 
rounds of trumps. On dummy’s 
last trump South discards the six 
of clubs and bring himself down 
to four cards, all diamonds. 

West, in the meantime, also 
has to do some discarding as 
the trumps are cashed. He has 
to come down to four cards when 
the last spade is led. His five 
cards at this point are the king 
of clubs and the J-10-8-6 of dia- 
monds. 

He cannot discard effectively. 
He is squeezed. He must part 
with either the king of clubs, 
making the queen a trick, or a 
diamond, which makes all the 
diamonds winners. West cannot 
escape the dilemma.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28. 
ALWAYS EAGER TO BRING YOU the newest tidings 
the home decor and construction field, let me hasten to you 
with the fact that if you are not paneling a room with wood 
that has been under sea water from 40 to 100 years, you 
efen't out front with the latest. And you can turn to Richard 

J. Power for the answer to your problem. 

Power was a forestry graduate from Syracuse University, 
@ Burma Road fighter in World War II and a student of 
wood which, he discovered, was perfectly wonderful if it had 
stood in salt water for decades. He also discovered that on 
the New York waterfront, where pier pilings have an estimated 
age of 40 years, old pilings were burned to ashes instead of 
being recut and used. This irked him because he knew that 
enly the part that had been in the open air was rotted and 
useless. The underwater parts were sound, strong and 
seasoned. . 
He put together a few dollars, created the Burma 
Road Lumber Co., as a sort of look back over the 
left shoulder gesture to his part in World War Il, and 
began te log the New York and New Jersey water- 
frents. He sent word out that it was not necessary 
any longer te pile and burn the old spiles (the WORDS 
I know!) and he would appreciate it if they would 
be leaded on scows and brought to him. 


He also got a few small boats and began combing New 
York waters for floating logs. Using his army background, 
he was able to buy a used mine detector and every log 
undergoes scrutiny from this surplus instrument to make sure 
eld nails, spikes and iron plates aren’t hidden inside it. 
Naturally, he doesn’t like to ruin expensive saws by having 
them rip into metal. 

He is now up to 1,500,000 board feet of resawed old pilings 
each year and is turning a handsome penny making this wood 
available to decorators, architects and the like. It has a 
density and sometimes a color—from sea water soaking it— 
that makes it a new and attractive wood for home use. 

His greatest find was et the Brooklyn Navy Yard, where 
@ quantity of lumber that had been sunk deliberately before 
the Civil War was brought up from the water that had 
completely covered it for just more than 100 years. It was 
not water-logged and pulpy but sound and healthy, much better 
than any boards that could be found in today’s market. 

The planks he achieves by rip-sawing old pilings and 
derelict lumber have a feel that is special and an appearance 
that is causing decorators and designers conniptions of 
pleasure. Besides, there is a certain snob value in paneling 
a room at home in lumber about which you can say: ‘‘They 
found this under water in the Brooklyn Navy Yard. Been 
there since Lincoln went into the White House. Before, really, 
I think. Hard to come by but we like it.’’ 


Power has acquired other tools since he went into 
business, one being a large magnet that pulls spikes 
and nails from the old timbers. When he acquires a 
mound of these he sells the metal off by the pound. 
Se far ne new use has been found for the sawdust 
and much of it still finds its way onto saloon floors, 
although most modern saloons go in for vinyls, marbles 
and the like and have no truck with old-fashioned 
sawdust strewn over the premises. But any bartender 
might take pride in being able to say: ““You are 
standing on sawdust that was under water on the 
New York waterfront for 40 years.” He would risk 
a snarling customer who might reply: “So what? 
Give me another double Scotch.” 


Come to think of it, I haven't seen sawdust on a floor in 
years, but there must be waterholes that use it because I see 
trucks go through the streets of New York loaded with large 
burlap bags of the stuff. Since almost nobody in Manhattan 
keeps an icehouse these days, I can think of no other use 
for sawdust except the floors of saloons. This statement will 
earn me 19 letters from people giving me an indignant run- 
down of the 1001 uses for sawdust, each letter of which will 
end with the blunt statement that I am an ignorant fool, if 
not a downright idiot. 

In any case, what this started out to be was the news 
that if your new house or newly paneled den or library isn’t 
paneled in waterfront wood direct from the harbor of New 
York, you, pal, ain’t living.

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Soprano Eileen Farrell, Happy Housewife 


She Enjoys Home and Family, Even Sings Duet With Reporter: ‘Met? Debut Another Career ‘First’

NEW YORK, Dec. 28 (AP). 


WHEN SOPRANO Eileen Far- 
rell made her long awaited 
Metropolitan Opera debut in 
Gluck’s ‘‘Alcestis’’ earlier this 
month, the critics one and all 
missed one little known mile- 
stone in her musical develop- 
ment. 


Critics have hailed her as the 
greatest living dramatic soprano, 
a sort of super soprano, the likes 
of which the world hasn’t seen 
or heard since the days of Rosa 
Ponselle and Giannini. And her 
*‘Met” appearance was a new tri- 
umph of a career already dis- 
tinguished by her superb solo 
soprano work with the Bach Aria 
Group, her triumph with Tosca- 
nini in Beethoven's Ninth, her 
miraculous (so the Italian critics 
said) Verdi ‘“‘Requiem” at the 
Spoleto Festival, her magnifi- 
cent American revival of ‘‘Me- 
dea’’—even her rowdy, rollicking 
jam sessions with Louis Arm- 
strong’s unclassical cats. 


They have written appreciative- 
ly on her singular lack of ar- 
tistic temperament, her un-prima 
donna-like approach to perfec- 
tion, her tender devotion to her 
husband and children, her un- 
failing good humor, her booming, 
boisterous vocabulary that could 
sometimes make a_ astevedore 
blush, her staggering concert 
schedule, her failure to make the 
grade in auditioning for the Ma- 
jor Bowes Amateur Hour and 
her ultimate vindication in a 
highly successful radio and tele- 
vision career. 

They even make so bold as to 
mention her age (40), her weight 
(185), her diction, her soaring 
high notes (E above high C), her 
ultra-pure pianissimo, her range, 
her power, her acting talent. 

But one thing they haven't 
mentioned, and you can bet your 
old player piano on it, is that 
Eileen Farrell once sang a duet 
with Hugh A: (for Andante) 
Mulligan, the basso profundo of 
the E Train. 

Actually, it wasn’t supposed to 
be a duet. Not at the beginning 
anyway. 

It started out as a quartet, 
with Miss Farrell—or more 
properly, Mrs. Reagan—at the 
piano surrounded by her hus- 
band, Bob Reagan, a retired 
Staten Island cop, and her two 
bubbly, ebullient children, 13- 
year-old Robbie and 17-year-old 
Kathi. 

You see, it was this way. The 
photographer wanted a shot of 
the whole family around the pi- 
ano and, well, you know how 
kids are... 

“Mr. Mulligan,” Eileen called 
out. ‘“‘Why don’t you join us and 
maybe the children will settle 
down a bit. These characters are 
such hams. They always make 
guch a big deal out of picture 
taking.”’ 

Miss Farrell announced the se- 
lection would be “Jingle Bells,” 
a traditional English air of lim- 
ited vocal range. Lifting the pi- 
ano lid warily, she trilled a few 
warm-up cadenzas: 

“It’s liable to be dusty-y-y-y-y. 
Awfully dusty-y-y-y-y.” 

“It better not be-e-e-e-e!” 
sang back Bob in a lusty tenor 
that had done its duty with the 
Police Department glee club. ‘‘I 
just paid a man $90 to have it 
tu-u-u-u-ned.”’ 

It was like something out of 
Menotti. Or maybe Sid Caesar. 

Kathi broke the spell by pre- 
empting the south end of the 
keyboard. ‘‘Mommy,” she plead- 
ed, ‘‘can I show the man how I 
do an arpeggio?” 

“An ar-what? Name dropper!”’ 
Miss Farrell rebuked her, then 
explained in an.aside: “My chil- 
dren really aren’t musically in- 
clined. They’re just show offs.” 

Before ‘Jingle Bells” could be 
Jaunched, Miss Farrell had to 
deal with a whispered insurrec- 
tion from the north end of the 
ke rd. 

oa Robbie. I don’t know the 
music to ‘Itsy Bitsy Teenie- 
Weenie Polka Dot Bikini.’ Let's 
stick with ‘Jingle Bells.’ Every- 
one knows that. Oh, these char- 
acters! How can I harmonize 
with a bunch like this? They 
won't even stay on the same 


** 
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song, much less the same key. 
What am I gonna do with 
them?” 

The question more or less an- 
swered itself. Bob was called 
away for a summit meeting with 
two plasterers and a plumber 
over some alterations in the 
kitchen. Robbie drifted back to 
his homework, Kathi went to the 
telephone to spill the beans to a 
friend about “‘the creepy visitors 
who show up at the house now 
that mommy is singing at the 
Met.” 

And there we were at the 
piano, doing ovr duet. 

Miss Farrell’s high notes drift- 
ed out across New York harbor, 
high and clear, up with the sea- 
gulls, far out where the ferry- 
boats plowed a widening wake, 
and dissolved tremulously in the 
distant Jersey Hills. Mine died 
right there in the draperies 
above the piano. 

Somewhere during the after- 
noon—somewhere between tak- 
ing Kathi to dancing school, and 
bringing Bob’s suit down to the 
cleaners, and listening to the 
plasterers plastering and the 
plumbers plumbing—there was 
an interview. 

Eileen told of her early be- 
ginnings in Willimantic, Conn., 
and Woonsocket, R.I. Her par- 
ents and an older sister had been 
in vaudeville, as the “Singing 
O’Farrells,” but by the time she 
came along, her father had gone 
in for designing theaters and 
churches, her mother was a 
church organist and gave voice 
lessons, and both, for a time, 
worked with the University of 
Connecticut’s dramatic club and 
glee club. 

Eileen studied piano for two 
years as a child, did some sing- 
ing at Woonsocket High School 
and in a church choir, but didn’t 
start taking voice lessons from 
her mother until she was 18. 


After flunking the Major 
Bowes audition, she got a job 
singing in the radio chorus at 
CBS, was chosen to imitate the 
voice of Rosa Ponselle in a 
“March of Time’’ documentary 
and made such a hit that she 
soon had her own show, 
“Eileen Farrell Presents.” She 
sang everything from blues to 
Beethoven, from charming 
lieder numbers to booming 
Wagnerian arias. In the pro- 
cess she developed the incred- 
ible virtuosity that still amazes 
critics. 

' “Nobody can tell me that 
radio is harmful for a singer,” 
Miss Farrell insists. “I owe 
my whole musical develop- 
ment to those six years in 


radio.” 


From there Miss Farrell went 
on to a highly lucrative concert 
career, giving an average 60 
concerts a year, but always in 
two-week bursts so she could 
return to her family. She hit the 
big time with her concert ver- 
sion of ‘“‘Medea,”’ the lung-bust- 
ing part that had launched Maria 
Calla’s career at La Scala but 
never had been done in America. 

Only grand opera was left. 
After years of pleading her busy 
schedule, her family, her waist 
line, Miss Farrell finally screwed 
up her courage and took the big 
step. In March 1956, at Tampa, 
Fla., she made her operatic 
debut in “‘Cavaleria Rusticana,”’ 
and followed with ‘‘Medea”’ and 
“I! Trovatore” in San Francisco 
and ‘‘La Gioconda” in Chicago. 

At last, the secret was out. 
The cop’s wife could act as well 
as sing. Maria Callas confirmed 
the suspicion when she flounced 
out of the “Met” after heated 
words with general manager 
Rudolf Bing and haughtily told 
reporters: ‘‘Who needs the 
“‘Met’’? They don’t have any 
big names. They haven't got 
Farrell, have they?’’ 

The music world gradually be- 
gan to suspect that somewhere 
out there—out there on Staten 
Island in New York habor—was 
@ voice as great and maybe 
greater than Callas or Renata 
Tebaldi. Still, the question re- 
mained: ‘Why isn’t she singing 
at the “Met” #f she’s so good?” 
And, always, came Miss Far- 
rell’s stock answer: “I’ve never 
been asked, and I was taught 
that ifs polite to wait until 
you're asked.” ee 

Early this spring, Rudolf B 
did the polite thing. He asked 
Eileen Farrel] to make her debut 
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MISS FARRELL, despite her busy singing career, still finds 
time to do some sewing for her family.

Dear Mrs. Carr: 


MY MOTHER sends you the recipe for ‘“‘Charnina”: If you 
do not want to kill a live duck yourself, take a container with 
two ounces of vinegar in it to a poultry market and have the 
poultry man put the duck’s blood in the container. Be sure 
and remember the vinegar or the blood will congeal. When 
you have your container and duck back home, cut duck into 
serving pieces, just cover with water and cook for one and 
one-half to two hours. Take duck out of broth. Add duck’s 
blood and vinegar mixture to liquid, along with two tablespoons 
flour thinned with water, two cups diced celery, one pound 
prunes, one large diced apple and one heaping tablespoon 
sugar. Cook about 45 minutes, stirring occasionally. Return 
duck, bones and Il, to mixture, and cook for 15 minutes more. 
Set aside to cool or better still place in icebox overnight so 
fat will rise to top and harden.” Skim off fat, reheat and 
serve. It’s wonderful, especially on these cold winter days.

Fat Teen-Ager 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am a boy of 16 and go to high 
school. I can’t seem to get any dates because I am too fat. 
I have a big stomach and I weigh 190 pounds. I think that is 
too maces for a Sal of 16. I am writing to you for some ad- 

ee i vice. Please just use the 
initials. R.R. 

WELL, SON, from your 
letter there isn’t much 
doubt that 190 pounds is 
too much. For you, any- 
way. There are a few 
high school boys, tall husk- 
ies, who can carry that 
much, but not many. 

Here’s my advice: 

First, go to your doc- 
tor to make sure that 
4 i you don’t have any 

:. glandular trouble. Your 
DR. MOLNER doctor might, for ex- 
ample, want to make a basal metabolism test, or per- 
haps have you take a protein-bound iodine test, to see 
whether your thyroid is sluggish. If so, moderate 
medication sometimes makes all the difference in the 
world between a dreary struggle at reducing, and 
really getting yourself in shape. 


Second, cut out all eating between meals. Depending on 
how much nibbling you do, it may be enough to take care of 
your weight problem without changing your regular meals. 


Third, if you don’t eat between meals, but your 
weight still doesn’t begin to level off, you'll have to 
eat smaller meals. Or anyway different meals. More 
vegetables, raw or cooked, but less starch, less fried 
food, less fat, less sugar. Whenever I encounter a 
young person who is overweight, I always try to find 
out about the rest of the family. Are they all heavy? 
Are they all hearty eaters? Is the family custom to 
use a lot of gravies and cream sauces? Do they expect 
to have rich desserts at each meal? Pies, cakes, pud- 
dings? .If so, then the answer is simple: leave out 
these fattening things, and substitute green (or yellow) 
vegetables. Try an apple for dessert instead of pie, 
and, depending on the size of the apple and the piece 
of pie, you'll save 100 or perhaps 200 calories. 


Fourth, get plenty of exercise. Maybe you'll huff and puff 
fn the gym, but stick at it. Do a lot of walking. Do some 
setting up exercises. Go skating. Chop wood. Shovel the 
walk. The more exercise you get, the more your muscles 
will tone up and the more you'll enjoy exercising. 

Good luck, young fellow. Good luck on your dating, and 
good luck all the rest of your life. Life will be more fun, and 
you’l] live longer and your chances of being ill will be less 
when you get your weight down to normal.

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No Segregation in Martinique

MARTINQUE, Dec. 28. 

THEY HAVE SOLVED the 
race problem in Martinique. 
There is no segregation. The 
whites, who constitute one per 
cent of the population, are wel- 
come anywhere, in church, i 
theaters and in restaurants. They 
may send their children to pub- 
lic schools and berth their yachts 
at the Yacht Club—and they do. 
They hang their paintings in the 
art shows and attend official 
receptions. The only thing they 
can’t do is to hold elective 
office, not because they are dis- 
franchised by law, but simply 
because they couldn't pull the 
votes. I doubt if a white man 
has ever run. 

They must wonder when they 
see the movies of the women of 
New Orleans making the fish- 
wives of Revolutionary Paris 
look like ladies, what the fuss is 
about. 

I have never seen anything
